nese Communist troops havei brok- 
en through Indian defenses south 
of Bomd'ila and are plunging to- 
ward1 the plains of Assam, a De- 
fense Ministry spokesman said to- 
day.

vanced about 65 miles in the Luhit 
River Valley at the eastern end of 
the Himalayan front.

Russia Offers 
Plan to End 
Crisis in Cuba

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (API 


—Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vasily V. Kuznctsov confirmed to 
:lay that the Soviet Union has pro- 
posed a formal agreement to the 
United Slates to conclude the Cu- 
ban crisis. 


Informed sources nau said the 


Soviet Union had put forward a 
proposed joint declaration of the 
two powers in the course of talks 
to settle the mater. A reporter 
asked Kuznetsov what the U.S. re- 
action Was to the 'joint declara- 
tion. 


"There hasn't been an answer 


yet," Kuznetsov replied. 


He referred to the proposed doc- 


ument as a protocol rather than a 
joint declaration. A protocol is a 
negotiated 
agreement, 
usually 


signed, that constitutes the basis 
for a final convention or treaty or 
is attached to such a final instru- 
ment. 


The Soviet minister had just had 


a 45-minutc talk with Acting Sec- 
retary-General 
U 
Thant, 
with 


whom Soviet, U.S. and Cuban del-' 
cgales have been discussing the 
Cuban affair since soon after it 
flared up. He would sajf only thai 
the talk was "good." 


The 
United States delegates 


were reported balking at some 
points in the proposed1 document, 
particularly the point that the 
United States would agree to dis- 
cuss with Cuba a withdrawal from 
Guantanamo naval base. 


United States negotiators, it was 


said! by the informants, view this 
item as a reflection of Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro's-five 
points for a guarantee against 
overthrow of his regime, and the 
United States is unwilling to dis- 
cuss any of them.

ons from Cuba by having U.N/1
